f"^ withes of bamboo we made afounda- 
tkn for a largo wroath. Aroand 
this, we twisted a vine, that resem- 
bles our Southern smilax. 1 twisted 
it arooad, timo iad ogda, antil we 
had a thick back ground, and then 
filled in with clustera of the white 
flowor, and ttioa at tho bottom, tlod 
streamers of white ribbon.

1 love to sit on my porch in the 
late afternoon, and watch tho green 
rice plains below while the pink 
and blue on the mountains beyond 
fhdo into deep violet, and the stars 
come ntit one by one. Nor ia it les" 
beautiful in the morning. Then the 
trees in the plain look like regiments 
of soldiers, whi'e the c'-iuds above 
envelop them like the white smoke 
of a battlefield.

Today I tatted for the first time 
what is a favorite dish out here- 
stewed peanuts. I think they are 
first boiled in their skins— shells.

The rice is soaked several hours, and 
then steamed with cocooBOt aUlk, 
which is prepared by grating the 
cocoanut and pouring water over it.

Of The Tri-State Lumber- 
man's Association Talks 
On Forestry. 



At the final aearion of the Tri- 
State Lumberman's Association, 
Thursday, George E. Gary, of Hop- 
kinsville was elected p r eei d ent; 
Carl Bosworth of Vinceones, vice 
president, and Harry Massie of 
Evansville, secretary and treaaurer. 
Fred Alloway of Sturgis. Ky., Marion 
Sturman of Mt. Carmel, III., and 
William Partenheimer. of Hantiflg> 
burg, «vere elected directora to serve 
the coming year. 

SPBICH BY PSniDKNT GABY. 

In his speech on Conaenratioa, Mr. 
Gary said, in part: 

"The axe has been a far more dc 
structive weapon to this country 
than th«? rifle or the bword. Mr. 
Rdosevelt. if he never does anything 
more, baa left his impreea open his 
generation, but he hasn't stopped 
the turpentining of piae trees, as b« 
was asked to do. More thM Ihit, 
he has acquire*^ an unenviable fame 
by chopping down trees at Oyster 
Bay, a ruinous example to be letting 
the deforesting idiota of this day 
and generation. 

"The preaervntion of our forests 
is of such vast national importance 
as to be beyond the reach of esti- 
mate. So blind are we to this pro- 
found prolileiii, that it would seem 
as if the very trees would cry out. 
It inrolvae even our national stand- 
ing, our national beauty, even our 
national salvation. Forestry fihould 
be made a nation wide study. The 
queation ahoald be kept perpetually 



before our people. Tree craft, and 
tree culture should be made a branch 
of education, and find a place in 
every curriculum. The government 
ahould maice its study compulsory 
■nd eirealate a jonmal devoted to 
the propagation of a knowledge of 
this great subject and to the crea- 
tion of an hitereet in it. 

"So vital is this question and so 
imminent the calamity, that reme- 
dies that seem far- fetched and even 
fanatical cnje in a brief span to 
talie on the hue of moderaMon and 
eonaervatism. 

"Speaking of woodcraft. I once 
took occasion to remaric that the 
first woodcraft of which we had any 
historical account, was Noah's ark — 
which craft no doubt contained an 
ass and the spirit of that deluvian 
quadruped has apparently brooded 
over woodcraft ever since. Not 
only in the ruthless waste of stands 
ing timber, but in the butchery of it 
in its manufacture. How many of 
these long eared specimens can be 
found today on the passenger list of 
the ship of state, I woild not under- 
take to say, 

WOtJlA INOOUtAAB TBK PLAMtlNG. 

"Theatepe being taken by the 

government to acquire snd preserve 
large timbered domains are most 
encouraging, a grateful rift in the 
cloud that overshadows thin problem. 
Can it not go further? And here- 
with 1 offer another of those fknati 
cal suggestions: Let the govern 
ment, national and state, encourage 
in every possible way re-foresting. 
There are millions uf acres of timber 
land cut over annually. Suppose 
the respective states where timber 
abounds, take hold of these waete 
landa and protect the growth of 
young timber thereon, not by ac- 



quisition, but by exemption from 
taxation, as long as they are devoted 
to reforestation. It seems to me 
that this, with attention to detail 
could be made entirely practicable 
and thus milliona of aerea of land 
almost worthlef^s for cultivation be- 
come valuable to its owners and add 
vast territoriee to oar timber do- 
main. 

"How nwny acree of wlUte pine 
landf in the states of Michigan and 

Wisconsin, larvrely worthless swamps 
sines the timber was cut away, 
coaM thus be made a rich asset to 
thdr owners. Is thi j chincerical in 
tlie face of the fact that they have 
for centuries cultivating poplar 
in France? In the vast de 
forested acres of yellow pino timber 
land in the Sooth, that is so barren 
as to starve even a nigger and his 
mule, the atatus of the national 
government woald do well to re 
forester evtn If thef had 10 BtQUlre 
them."
